Cory’s  Thornless  Mammoth  Blackberry  is  the  largest 
blackberry  grown  anywhere,  averaging  in  size  a man’s 
thumb,  while  its  fiavor  is  unsurpassed.  It  is  nearly  seed- 
less, having  sometimes  only  two  or  three  small  fiat  seeds, 
the  core  being  small  and  soft.  While  it  is  a prolific 
bearer,  one  of  its  most  essential  features  is  its  early  ma- 
turity, being  the  first  blackberry  ripe.  Strong  one-year-old 
plants,  if  set  out  in  February  will  bear  ripe  fruit  on  the 
first  of  June,  the  fruit  being  as  big  as  a thimble  at  the  end 
of  April. 

Cory’s  Thornless  Mammoth  Blackberry  is  a hardy  plant, 
thriving  in  almost  any  soil,  but  preferring  sandy  loam. 
Its  yield  is  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  cultivation 
devoted  To  it.  In  this  truly  remarkable  plant,  much  nour- 
ishment is  diverted  from  the  usual  growing  of  thorn  to  im- 
proving the  size,  quality  and  quantity  of  the  berries.
